We 
bave lumber and coal and wilh a market 
could eaiily provide fish for export The 
Sandwich Islnuds have cattle, Bn?ar, rice, 
coffee, and other productions which they are 
willing to exchange, at least to some extent, 
for our coal and lunjber. At present most 
of their lumber is supplied by the mills in 
■Washington Territory. Wo should bave a 
line ol vesseiss plying between this port and 
the Islands, supplying us with cattle and 
the Islanders wilh lamber, and^also. with, coal 
for the California and China line of steam- 
Bhips.

Tbe 
occupation of-thal country by the French 
bids fair to give a wonderful impetus to every 
kind of bnsincss and induslrial enterprise 
The utmost activity is at present apparent in 
all cities along the const. Largo quaniilies 
of machinery are being continually received 
from San Francisco for the purpose of 
working the many valoable mines tbat ate 
to b« found in Sonora and Sinaloa. 

Specula' iun in town lots of Muzallan and 
Gaaymas, is extensively carried on in San 
Francisco, in view of the important position 
they must henceforward occupy iu the 
trade of the Pacific Coast. It would cer 
lainly be well worlh our trouble, to endeavor 
to open connection wilh a country so enor- 
moasly ricb| in all tbe prodactions. tbat can 
jninjBtcrHb' tbe wanU ol 'lSxliries of man, as 
Mexico undoobtedly is.— Wo might possibly 
effect this most desirable ohjeel, were we to 
endeavor to procure some of our supplies of 
itile from the innumerable herds iu the 
A!«^;ii^uii irovinces, .especially in Lower Cu 
ifo,ii;a. Lumber is BCDt from San Francisno 
to the Mexican coast for building purposes. 
Coal, is required there for tbe stearaeta. A 
very large trade is done va English and other 
European goods. All these articles might 
perhaps be supplied from our ports at ns 
reasonable ratus as Irom any other quarter. 
So that vessels engaging in the cattle trade, 
between here, and Mexico, might be au.e of 
return cargoes. If some of our strong mer- 
chants were to take the matter in hand, there 
is no'knowing what ' might not bis made out 
of the Mexican trade; The Californians are 
biddinghard for it at the present time. 'I'heir 
capital is pouring in there in the shape of 
investments in rich mines, of silver and gold 
mills machinery, real es'.ate, etc. They are 
determined to take advantage of the more 
profpcrou-i fiitos itiiit' appsarajnow looming 
OR the borizoti'of ilexioaij^alfairs. 'Aiid shall 
wo remain " out in tlio eold ?"

The Chief Juiitice' stated that the defend- 
ant had not wholly made out hia case. He 
should deduct for contract incomplete, and 
also for the extra work, leaving a balance of 
•104, for which he gave judgment. 

Hei/wotnl V. Soltrell. — This was an action 
brought by Mr. Heywood to recover §64 of 
the defendant, on some hogs bought by Hey- 
wood, one-half of which had been agreed to 
be taken by Bottrell. It nppearisd Iloywood 
was afterwards called upon lo pay the seller 
9124. In con3e(iuence of a mistake as to the 
weight of the liogH, for tho half of this sum 
Heywood sued Bottrell. .Mr. Bishop wan 
for plaintiff, Mr. McCreight, instructed by 
Mr. Dcones, for defendant. 

In giving judgment, his Honor said tho 
condnct of the plaintiff (Heywood) was most 
honorable, in paying after the mistake had 
been discovered, and reflected credit on him, 
iut inasmuch as it appoared he liad not paid 
on compulsion, the defendant (Bottrell) was 
not liable to him and, ihereforu, tliere must 
be n judgment of nonsuit. 

Motwshan v. Bunster. — This was an action 
by a Teamster against tho well-known pur- 
veyor of alo, and candidate at tho la'<t flec- 
tion, who is still in tho field for the sup- 
ply of the beveraae afforded by .luho Barley- 
corn.

Our market is Ijeing well 
cleaned out, and as many of tho plantations 
are tnrongh grinding for tho present, our 
Rhipments for some time to come will bo 

''^Coflee— our market is low, and fully two 
months will e!ap»e before the new crop be- 
gins to coino forward. The prospects lor an 
average crop is good so far, and we trust that 
those engaged ia collecting it for this market 
wi'l U30 soine care in doing so. Our Kona 
culleo is considcrod by those heat able to 
judge as being equal lo Java and superior to 
Kio ; yet we notice in the San Francisco 
market that Kona cotree rates in prico with 
Rio, and for no other reason than that some 
parcels arc shipped in bad order. Hereafter 
wo hope those shipping will be as much 
guided by the brand as those who ship 
sugars.

Wo loam that the trial of the Peruvian 

kdnappor? on board the brig M. A. De Who- 
lly, has bfen closed at Tahiti, and that the 
Captain uf tho brig was aenicnced to five years 
of hard labor for the act of fraudulenlly 
enticing away (.ome 150 natives of the 
Tuamotu islands ; to 3500 francs lino, for 
violating' the revenue laws under tho French 
Frutectorate, and lo 10,100 franca line fur 
embarkini; the natives without permission 
from the proper authorities. The supercargo, 
as an accomplice in the above transactions, 
wns sentenced to ten years of hard labor ; 
and the owners of the brig being held 
responsible for their Btjenis, their ve.ssol will 
be seized and sold, if needed, to defray the 
pecuniary punishment. 

The combination of the scattered settlc- 
menls on Tahiti and .Moorea into villages is 
nrogressing. Tahiti is divided into eiuhleen 
villages with municipal powers, uud Moorca 
into four.
